Adlai Cites 
Church's Fight 
Against Reds 


Notre Dame — Governor Adlai 
Stevenson declared here today that 
those who oppose the social legis- 
lation of the past 20 years oppose 
of “our strongest defenses 
against Communism” in America. 
Stevenson addressed a joint con- 
vocation of the faculty and stu- 
dent body at the University of 
Notre Dame and nearby St. Mary’s 
College. 

“The only permanent cure for 
this disease of Communism,” Stev- 
enson said, “lies in the radication 
of its causes in the achievement of 
social justice, It will not yield to 
the quackery of medicine men who 
claim to cure the disease with 
words of fate and loud accusa- 
tions,” he added. 

Introduced by the Rev. Theo- 
dore M. Hesburgh, C.S.C., president 
of the University of Notre Dame, 
Governor Stevenson recalled how 
the Catholic Church has warned of 
the danger of Communism “for ov- 
er a century.” Through their en- 
cyclicals the Popes have “approach- 
ed Communism not with the poli- 
ticlans bombast,” but with fairness 
and understanding of position, 
Stevenson said. “They have sought 
its causes, and finding the causes, 
have pointed to the cure.” 

In introducing Governor Steven- 
son, Father Hesburgh recalled Gen- 
eral Dwight Eisenhower's recent 
visit to the campus and asserted 
that the University was non-partis- 
lan. “But as individuals,” Father 
Hesburgh said, “we must be partis- 
ian, intelligently partisan, so that 
we may arrive at the real answers 
to the real issue.”’

Mr. Mikolajezyk discussed the 
meaning of the Moscow meeting 
in an article for The Catholic 
Standard, Washington archdiocese 
newspaper. He said that Ameri- 
can newspapers have missed the 
full importance of the action by 
the Reds in holding the Congress. 
This action, he said, is an attempt 
“to show that they have given to 
their oppressed people more lib- 
erty by abolishing the Politburo.” 


Communist leaders know their 
people have grown restive under 
the constant suppression of lib- 
erty, Mr. Mikolajezyk said. He 
added: “The Party has always ex- 
cused this suppression by stating 
that the enemies of the state have 
made this suppression necessary 
and that it is only temporary. They 
have promised to give more lib- 
erty to the people in accordance 
with the promises of the Red Rev- 
olution, as soon ag ‘it is possible.’ 
They are suppressing the Polit. 
buro as a sign of more liberty 
granted to the people. We know 
it 18 an empty gesture but the 
Russian people do not realize it.

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National N.C CW. Convention

The Most Rev. Richard Cushing, D.D. Archbishop of Boston, in 
his keynote address at the first General Session of the recent National 
Convention of N.C.C.W. held in Seattle, made the following remarks 
in defining the theme of the Convention, “God’s Will, Our Work.” 

“Our works are not merely performed in the humble obedience to 
God’s Will; that alone would render them meritorious and admirable. 
The works of Christians are far more significant; they are the means 
to the accomplishment of God’s Will. The purpose of God, the building 
up of His Kingdom on earth, the fullfilment of His plan, the accomp- 
lishment of HTs Will, all these depend in a greater measure than most 
of us appreciate, on whether we do the good we should, when we 
should and as we should. God’s Will requires that we work as if every- 
ner depended on us even though we pray as if everything depends on 


At the first business session it was reported that there were 578 
registered delegates attending, that there are 7,183 affiliated parish 
organizations with 32 dioceses being 100% affiliated. Also at this session 
the General Rules were amended to include the category of “pocket- 
books” under the listings of objectionable literature. 

At this session, Most Rev. T. K. Gorman, coadjutor Bishop of 
Dallas, Texas urged Diocesan Councils to gear their programs to the 
needs of their pastors. “Try to understand his problems, await patiently 
the opportune time to expand the items in your agenda. Some parish- 
ioners accept with difficulty the truth that for the parish constitution 
of the church, the pastor is the important person and that God’s Will 
finds expression through him in the organization and government of 
his parish.” , 

Another business session presented views of two Catholic women of 
Germany, who are in this country as guests of the State Department. 
Countess Nora Von Bergoldingen of Garmish, Bavaria who is president 
of the Organization of Women in Germany and founder of the Ameri- 
can-German Ladies club which aids children and refugees, stated that 
the Catholic Church is growing stronger in her country despite re- 
peated setbacks. She is convinced that only a United Europe, patterned 
after the United States can save the Western World. 


Miss Von Schonebeck of Berlin, who is vice-president of the Cath- 
olic Womens League in Germany declared that the Catholic Church is 
not being persecuted by Russians in Berlin at this time. She further | 
stated “but that’s not because they have any respect for religion, it’s | 
simply politics.” She emphasized this very strongly. 

Mrs. William Dalton of Boston was elected National President and | 
Archbishop Cushing extended an invitation to hold the 1954 Conven- 
tion in that city. Indiana is again honored by having Mrs. Brady, our 
Provincial Director, elected to the office of national treasurer.

O you know your Church his- 

tory! What has Hallowe’en to 
do with the saints in heaven? On 
Hallowe’en we bob for apples and 
eat hickory nuts and watch out for 
witches and goblins. These days, 
the kids go around dressed as 
ragamuffins and holler, “Trick or 
treat,” which means that unless 
the householder passes out some 
candy or fruit or a few pennies, 
something dire is likely to happen, 
like soap on the windows or in- 
cessant door-bell-ringing. 


The saints in heaven certainly 
have nothing to do with a proced- 
ure like that. It’s a mighty twisty 
path that leads from the broom- 
stick of a witch to the soft cloud 
of a saint in heaven, but there’s a 
path nevertheless. You can start 
on the path by reading the road 
sign: Hallowe’en This Way. 


Analyze “Hallowe’en” and you'll 
find it means Hallow Even, or the 
Eve of All Hallows. And saints are 
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hallowed people, so Hallowe'en is 
nothing more than the eve of All 
Saint’s Day, a Holy Day of Obliga- 
tion. 

Go back along the road a bit 
and you'll find that it is no acci- 
dent the two festivals come so 
close together. Like so many other 
things that are fine and good in 
our religion,” Hallowe’en dates 
from the ancient days when Druids 
worshipped the Sun God by light- 
ing bonfires, which incidentally 
were supposed to drive away any 
lurking witches.

Nobody knew all of that better 
than Our Lord. He knew that when 
people get very sick they do not 
always think about God. He knew 
that they sometimes complain. And 
sometimes they even complain a- 
bout the way God is treating them! 
That is ‘bad, because it may cause 
the people to commit a sin. And it 
is terribly important that a person 
does not commit sin at the moment 
of his death. 


The devi! realizes how important 
that moment is, so he tries very 
hard during the time before death 
to make people stop loving God. 
It-is his last chance. If he cannot 
make people stop loving God be- 
‘fore they die he will never get 
them into hell. So he works very 
hard, like a prizefighter who knows 
he is losing. He thinks up lots of 
temptations. 


Temptations, of course, are no 
sin. And when we are feeling fine 
we usually know enough to get rid 
of them by saying a prayer, or 
making the Sign of the Cross, or 
doing some other holy thing.

A not-mentioned fact before, at 
least in this corner, is that the 
recent Notre Dame-Texas game was 
dedicated ~to the late Jack 
Chevigny. A _ star halfback at 
Notre Dame from 1926-28, Chevigny 
‘was later an assistant coach at his 
alma mater.

So until his last years he wrote 
with feeling and often with tend- 
erness about Catholicism, though 
he could be anti-clerical and mean 
when he descended from the 
clouds of his poetizing. He always 
touched, too, on matters of Faith 
in a distinctive way, quite willing 
to distort doctrines beyond recog- 
nition to get out of them what he 
seemed to need for the sustenance 
of his own spirit; there was no 
question of proof. 


Attitude Toward Church 


Perhaps what he wrote in his 
younger years serves as well as 
anything to illustrate his attitude 
to the Church. “I loved the Chris- 
tian epic,” he tells us, “and all 
those doctrines and observances 
which bring it down into daily 
life: I thought how glorious it 
would have been to be a Domini- 
ean friar, preaching that epic elo- 
quently, and solving afresh all the 
knottiest and sublimest mysteries 
of theology.” 


The word epie is the clue—the 
Christian epic or heroic poem—for 
he also says, “I knew that my par- 
ents regarded all religion as a 
work of human imagination: and | 
agreed, and still agree with them 
there.
